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Institution — Notes. 
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< From our Columbus correspondent.) 

We have seen tin- report of the 

New York State Hoard of Charities 
anent lhe Institutions of the Deaf 
and Dumb, prepared by lion. W. R. 
Stewart. The conclusions he reaches 
upon the results of his invest igat ions 
smack Strongly in favor of the Oral- 
ists, as against the Combined Me- 
thod. There is much tally for the 
former, and little or no recommenda- 
tion for tin' latter, which has brought 
the education of the deaf in America, 
up lo its present, high standard. 

That portion of his report, in which 
he favors a law prohibiting (he em- 
ploy incut of I he deaf as teachers, is 
a slur upon our class, and should be 
resented in no uncertain sound. We 
are not at all surprised at the opinion 
he has thus formed. It is a conclu- 
sion reached by all who are not 
familiar with the education of the 
deaf, and who imagine Tom, Dick 
and Harry can do the work just as 
well. How utterly impossible ! 

The Honorable Commissioner's 
opinioift is certainly not based on 
knowledge and long association with 

the deaf, or he would not have been 
so swift to condemn that which men 
who have made the calling their life 
walk would uphold. Rather are we 
inclined to the opinion that the com- 
missioner is a pessimist. Finding fault 
because he could not converse with 
the deaf teachers except by pencil 
and paper, or through means of a 
third person. We are led to this 
opinion from the fact that many who 
favor the pure oral method are of 
that class, who i ither do not know 
signs or dislike to converse with the 
deaf as above slated, because it is a 

hindrance. The commissioner, in 

port, fails to tell us whether the 
deaf teacher, or any with whom he 
came in contact during his rounds of 
the Institutions, lacked in their eduea 
tiotial qualities, or were unable to 
talk to him in good English, Had it 
n that the deaf teaohots he 
ic up in tllis 

requirement, there might have been 
some excuse for his discrimination 
against the deaf as teachers. This 
omission on his part forces us to con- 
clude that he is strongly impregnat- 
ed with the Oral Method, and has 
endeavored to give it ollieial sanction 
through a State Report.
